I need uot say that any threat from outside, 
or from any Member of this House, will have very little 
effect on my couduct. I had not seen this letter until a 
few minutes ago it was given me in the Chair. Another 
letter was given me the other day written also by an 
honourable Member of the House, and | was asked 
On the 
whole [ theught that letter was not worthy of notice. I 
put it down ([ say it without offence) as an act of youthful 
indiscretion, inasmnach as the honourable Member had 
only been a Member for a few months, and that he was 
uot aware of the forms and traditions of the House, and 
that he was not in his right in dictating to me what course 
I should adopt in cases of closure, who, I may remind the 
House, have been more than nine years in the Chair. The 
Closure is in my absolute discretion, subject to the terms 
of the Standing Order. As to honourable Members 
getting up repeatedly one after another, I think it would 
not be decorous because the situativn could not be so 
entirely altered in the short intervals referred to as to be 
likely to induce the Chair tv change its mind. I believe 
that what occurred the other night was this: an honour- 
able Member moved the Closure, and I indicated by a 
shake of the head that it was not exctly the right time to 
do it. The honourable Member who was speaking at the 
time was coming toa close, and as sdun as he had con- 
cluded | assented to the Closure. Under those circum- 


stances, and after this explanation, I trust the House may

'l'ritton, Member for the Norwood Division of Lambeth, of 
a letter written by Mr. Conybeare, Member for the Cam- 
borne Division of Cornwall, and published in the “ Daily 
Chronicle” newspaper of the grd July, reflecting on tie 
conduct of the Speaker of this House in the Chair, which 
he submitted constituted a grave breach of the Privileges 
of this House. The said Paper was delivered in, and the 
letter complained of, read. Whereupon Mr. Speaker 
addressed the House, as folluweth: “I do not know 
whether the way in which the honourable Gentleman has 
introduced this question permits me to say anything to the 
House now. It was at no inetance of mine that tie ques- 
tion has been brought forward: I did not know till the 
present moment that this letter was going to be submitted 
to the notice of the House. I had not read the letter, and 
did not know its contents until it was read a moment ago. 
The honourable Gentleman who has signed the letter--I 
do not know whether he is present—has in past Parlia- 
ments taken upon himself to censure my conduct iu the 
Chair, and past Parliaments have signified their disappro- 
bation of the conduct of the honourable Gentleman. In 
all seriousness, | cannot think that it is respectful to the 
House for any honourable Member, who thinks my con- 
duct is censurable, to write to the newspapers. His proper 
course is to impugn my conduct in this House, and I shall 
be quite ready to stand the imputation. The honourable 
Member is not justified in saying that I treated him with 
curt severity. It appeared to me, on hearing this letter 
read, that the honourable Member was defending himself 
against a charge, made against him by someone, that his 
imervention for the Closure was inopportune at the 
moment, and so I deemed it to be. My action during the 
whole of the evening is before the House. I maintain 
that my action in refusing the Closure actually led to a 
friendly arrangement being made between both sides of 
the House, which otherwise, I think, would not have been 
arrived at for some time. The only part which I can take 
to-night is te deprecate any severe action cn the part of 
the > pen which it might possibly be willing to take as 

regards the honourable Gentleman. My only course is to 

leave my conduct to the judgment of calm-thinking and 
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fair-minded men. NothingI should more deeply feel than 
that there should be any just reflection upon my conduct 
in this Chair. The past relations in which the House has 
permitted me to stand towards them justifies me in think- 
ing that I am not generally accused of what the honourable 
Member has accused me of, and I hupe I may venture to 
suy that there is not another Member of the House who 
would think so, or who would accuse me (whatever my 
failings and shortcomings may have been during a period 
of ten years) «f having ever been partial to one side or the 
other.”
